THE ELECTROSCOPE. 


Instrument by Which the Presence of | 
Electricity Is Detected. 

The electroscope is an instrument for | 
the detecifon of electric ity. It depends 
its action on the principle that | 
bodies charged with like electric ity re- \ 
pel, while those charged with unlike 
electricity attract each other. The ordi- 
hary pith ball suspended ou a_ siik 
thread is the simplest form of the in-| 
Btrument. 

The most common type of electro- 
Scope is that devised by Bennett in 
1787 and known as the gold leaf age 
troscope. {[t consists of two strips 
gold leaf or thin aluminium foil sus- 
pended from the lower extren lity of a 
conductor within a glass bottle or jar. 
The upper end of the conductor ter- 
minates in a ball or a plate in case the 
instrument is to be used as a condens 
ing electroscope. If a body charged 
with positive electricity {s brought near 
the knob of the electroscope the nega- 
tive electricity will be attracted to the 
knob and the positive repelled to the 
leaves, which diverge. If now the fin- 
ger is touched to the knob the positive 


electricity is drawn off and the leaves 
collapse, while the negative electricity 


is held bound. Removing the charged 
body, the leaves will diverge again, 
charged with negative electricity. In 
this case the instrument can be 
to determine the nature of a charge of 
a body brought near it, as with a posi- | 
tive charge the leaves will collapse and 
with a negative charge spread farther

A STUDY IN FIGURES. 


Calculations Necessary to Produce the 
Nautical Almanac. 

It may safely be said that no 
outside the publishing office has read 
the entire Nautical Almanac from be- 
ginning to end, but each figure of the 
printed almanac is in the office ex- 
amined twice and read three times. 

The total number of figures exceeds 
a million; but, great as that number is, 
it is trifling “@mpared with the num- 
ber of figures employed in the caleula- 


one 


tions, as the almanac figures repre 
sent “bare” results only. The moon, 
for instance, requires for its calcu 


lation more than a million and a half 


of figures, and similarly with other 
branches of the work, such as the 
sun, the planets, ete. Contrary to the 


general opinion, practically every fig- 
ure in the book is fresh from year to 
year. 

The tables from which nearly all the 
work Js calculated have been original- 


ly constructed from the labors of the 
astronomical observer and to a large 
extent from the observations of the 
sun, moon and planets made at the 


Royal observatory, Greenwich. Tele 
scopes and other astronomical appli 
ances are conspicuously absent, as the 


work of the staff is purely mathemati 
cal and not observational.—London 
Telegraph.

IS ALREADY 0 


Supreme Court Justice Urged 
as Presidential Nominee 


POWERFUL FORCES AT WORK 


Desirous of Encompassing Taft’s De- 
feat In National Convention of Re- 
publicans, but Do Not Want Roose- 
velt to Receive Nomination—Chance 
of Four Presidential Candidates— 
Soreness Over Chief Justiceship 


Washington, Dec. 19.—Justice 
Hughes of the United States supreme 
court is to be pressed to permit his 
name to be used as New York’s candi- 
date for president in 1912. Back of 
this announcement, which is made 
on the best authority, lies a chain 
of interesting political circumstances. 
In summary, they may be set forth 
thus: 

Powerful forces within the Repub- 
lican party, believing that President 
Taft if nominated could not be elect- 
ed to succeed himself, are desirous of 
encompassing his defeat in the na- 
tional convention. 

Other elements wish to defeat him 
because they want new men and new 
policies to come to the front in the 
party. 

It is recognized that Mr. Taft, as 
matters stand, is likely to have the 
east, south and a considerable sup- 
port from the far west, along with 
Ohio. This would be sufficient to 
force his nomination. The question 
has been and is, how is this Taft 
phalanx to be broken? 

There are plenty of people in New 
York who would be willing to help 
take the Empire State’s delegation 
away from the president, but they do 
not want to risk giving it to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. Therefore the pro- 
posal has been brought forward of 
making Hughes a candidate for presi- 
dent, in ordér to keep the state's 
delegation away from either Taft or 
Roosevelt. 

With this accomplished, it is cal- 
culated that the Taft strength in New 
England and the south would disin- 
tegrate and it would at length be pos- 
sible to carry the contest into the 
convention, with a free fight for all 
the aspirants and a fair chance for 
everyone. 

In that situation, it is calculated 
that there would be at least four 
presidential candidates before the 
convention. They would be Presi- 
dent Taft, Senator LaFollette, Sena- 
tor Cummins and Justice Hughes, 
with the possibility always loom- 
ing large in the background that 
the name of Roosevelt might be 
injected with sensational effect at 
some critical moment. 

Justice Hua@bes is the key to the 
situation. He has not been consulted, 
and is not likely to be. He has a 
record of never interfering with 
political management, ever. when his 
own political fortunes were involved. 

Incidental to this story, but related 
with much gus!o among prominent 
public men who have been let into the 
secret, is the story that Hughes is 
much displeased that he was not des- 


ignated for chief justice of the United 


States 

“He was promised the place,” de- 
clares a veteran senator, in a little 
group Which was. discussing the 
sacred inside gossip which is pre- 
sumed never to leak out. “He was 
promised the chief justiceship when 
he went on the supreme court, and 
the promise was withdrawn after it 
was too late for him to change his 
mind.” 

The story in inside circles is that 
Hughes has been greatly displeased 
over the treatment accorded him by 
President Taft. 


WEEDING OUT UT HORSE CARS 


Storage Battery Lines Displace Some

New York, Dec. 19.—This morning 
storage battery electric cars dis- 
placed the old horse cars on the 
Twenty-eighth street crosstown line. 
Fifteen cars have been built for the 
Third Avenue Railway company on a 
new plan. 

They are twenty-seven feet in 
length, weight six tons, and, with a 
capacity of twenty-six passengers, 
can make a speed of fifteen miles an 
honr. 

New York {is the first city in the 
United States to adopt the storage 
battery car.

With the present machines’ the 
operator must be an equilbrist and if 
flying machines are to come into uni- 
versal use this should not be neces- 
sary.

means or by connection with the mo- 
tive power. 

With an upward angle to the wings 
there is a factor of safety in the addi- 
tional reserve area that automatically 
increases on the downward side while 
decreasing on the upward side, thus 
properly presenting its additional area 
in proportion to its tilt from the hori- 
zontal line. In the present rigid, 
straight tip-to-tip aeroplane there is 
no such factor for safety. 

To my mind a machine of this de- 
sign may be so constructed that with- 
out an operator, the vertical and hori- 
zontal rudders may be set, the motor 
tarted, and the machine made to arise, 
fly, and alight approximately at the 
point aimed at, even though the points 
be miles apart. As a machine of war, 
offensive or defensive, this certainly 
would be a formidable weapon, as it 
could carry and place a bomb much 
further and with greater accuracy 
than the longest range of cannon.

ABOUT EGGS, 

When a New York lecturer told her 
audience that the best way to boil! 
an egg was not to boil it at all many 
listeners looked surprised. Evidently 
they had not been boiling eggs that 
way. 

An egg will cook slowly in water 
several degrees below boiling point 
and the result be more palatable than 
if the egg is prepared in madly boil- 
ing water, the audience learned. It’s 
a saving of fuel, too, if one is cooking 
over the gas jet or an alcohol lamp. 
When the water boils, the flame can 
be turned out, the eggs put in the pan 
and the pan covered. Taken out in 
from seven to ten minutes the white of 
the egg instead of being tough and 
leathery will be a tender perfectly 
cooked pulp, most grateful to the 
stomach. 

“As an article of diet an egg beara 
the same relation to the kitchen as 
the indefinite articles bear to the parts 
of speech.

Worse Than Was Thought — 


EXPLOSION IN LITTLE HULTON 


Not a Soul Escaped Alive, Those Res- 
cued Being From an Adjoining Pit 
—But Little Hope of Any Further) 
Men Being Taken From Mine Alive | 
—Enactment of New Mining Laws! 
Likely to Result

Bolton, Eng., Dec. 23.—The dis- 
aster at the Little Hulton colliery, 
which was wrecked by an explosion, | 


| followed by fire, is greater than was 
| at first thought. 


It is probable that | 
at east 360 lives were Jost. It now 
appears that the men supposed to have 


| been rescued from this mine came 


from an adjoining pit that was also 
seriously damaged. Rescuing parties 
who are boring away to the centre of 
the catastrophe have passed 150 
bodies. 

Heroic efforts were made by rescue 
parties, but a flerce fire which fol- 
lowed the explosion prevented the 
rescuers from penetrating beyond 400 
yards into the workings. 

Government Inspector Girard issued 
a report after making a descent into 
the pit, in which he stated that it was 
impossible that any of the miners are 


| still alive. He added that nothing 


could be done except to bring up the 
bodies found lying in the shaft. 

This report was communicated to 
the anxious crowds around the pit 
bishop of 


| Manchester conducted a touching ser-

Late in the night, however, the 
colliery fans were started again and 
the air was found to be fairly good. 
Arrangements were then made for re- | 
lays of rescuers to go into the mine 
Towards midnight 
two more miners were found alive. | 
They were terribly burned and are in 
a critical condition. 

A flicker of hope still animates the 
rescuers that more men may be found 
alive. Doctors, nurses and ambu- 
lances are still on the scene, and rela- 
tives, mostly women, are lingering in 
the vicinity. Among tse incidents 
was the death of a rescuer who, 
anxious to reaclr his two sons, who 
were entombed, got in advance of his 
comrades and forfeited his life from 


| after-damp. 


This is the second great mine dis- 
aster in England this year, an ex- 
plosion having occurred in the Well- 
ington colliery at White Haven, Cum- 
berland, on May 12, in which 136 


| miners were killed, and fs almost cer- 


tain to cause a new demand for bet- 
ter regulations of the work in mines. 
During the last ten or fifteen years 
the methods of production in the coal 
mining industry have changed, the 
double shift is commoner, the use of 
machinery is more widespread and 
electric power is being largely em- 
ployed. In brief there has been 
greater intensity in the exploitation 
of mines and the coal owner has mani- 
fested much zeal in applying science 
to the increase of profits. 

“This is, of course,” says The 
Daily News, “entirely legitimate, but 
have the precautions for safeguarding 
the lives of workers been correspond- 
ingly developed? The evidence of the 
death rate suggests that they have 
not, and scattered about in various 
reports there is other confirmatory 
evidence.”

“So desperate were the people that 


thousands banded together, robbing 
any who had food supplies, and for 
weeks scarcely a night passed without 
many murders,” said the missionary. 

“The floods caused great loss of 
life. The rapid rise of water swept 
away scores of villages, thousands of 
persons being drowned. A railroad 
engineer reported that one of the 
bridges near there had been choked 
up with bodies. 

“The situation during winter will be 
terrible—tar worse than during the 
famine three years ago. The starv- 
ing can be reckoned by hundreds of 
thousands and relief committees 
should be organized at ofice.”

The 
majority in the upper chamber was 
greater than had been santicipated. 
Its passage In the lower house had 
been expected. 

The objection to the measure by the 
holy see was based on the contention 
that whereas negotiations were under 
way for the revision of the concordat 
of 1851, Spain could not in good faith 
adopt any legislation adversely affect- 
ing the congregations until these ne- 
gotiations had been concluded. It 
was claimed that in the meantime the 
status quo should be maintained. 

Premier Canalejas insisted upon a 
program of religious liberty and main- 
tained that the matter covered by the 
“padlock bill” was not properly a sub- 
ject of diplomatic exchanges between 
Madrid and Rome.

| Kansas City, Dec. 27.—Officers are 
hunting for the bandit who, single 
| handed, robbed more than one hun-

cific train between Kansas City,

| The man boarded the train from 
| the rear at Leavenworth Junction, in 
the outskirts of Leavenworth, Kan., 
and left it at Northwestern Junction 
in Kansas City, Kan., after getting a 
large amount of money and valuables. 
As the train pulled out of Leaven- 
worth Junction, the robber opened 
the rear door of the parlor car and 


confronted the astonished crew and} 


passengers with a revolver. 

The only man wounded by the rob- 
ber was Captain Newbold, a student 
officer of the army school at Fort 


Leavenworth. When the passengers | 


in the Pullman were ordered to throw 
up their hans Newbold did not comply 
| quickly enough to suit the robber, 


| who fired. The bullet inflicted only a} 


slight scalp wound. 
After cautionigg Newbold and an- 
other passenger to keep quiet, the 


robber turned around as A. J. May, | 


thegconductor, entered the compart- 
| ment. He, too, was ordered to throw 
up his hands, and he did. May was 
then robbed of his money and watch. 

Among other passengers in the 
Pullman who were robbed was Miss 
Sadie Beach of Leavenworth. She 
was more courteously treated than 
the other passengers. 

When the bandit reached her, he 
| did not point his revolver at her, but 
i taking hold of her purse, exclaimed

Entering the day coach, the robber 
shoved the re~slver into the face of 
the first passenger he met and then 
fired. through the window. This 
thoroughly intimidated the passen- 
gers, who complied with his demands.

Slate Insurance May Have 
to Come 


STATE HOUSE ANXIOUS PLAGE 


Proposed Act Disregards Carelessness | 


—Maximum Compensation Is $3000 
Principal Radical Departure From 
Massachusetts Laws—Hearing Dec. 
28 at State House 


Widespread interest and no little 
anxiety have greeted the tentative re- 
port of the state commission on the 
compensation of injured workingmen. 
The principal is not a new one tn 
European countries, but the applica- 
tion of it in Massachusetts is so 
radical a departure from our laws as 
to cause doubt in the mir 
body,

The act provides that a workman 
injured in the course of his employ- 
ment shall be compensated by a regu- 
lar payment of part of his weekly 
wages. He may ve been c 
he ts to 
just the same. In theory the consum- 
er is to bear the burden. Practically 
the employer bears it first and then 
transfers {it to the consumer. 

The law conte cutting short 
the litigation attendant upon accident 
s. And therefore so far as the act 
applies the present employer's liabil- 
ity law is suspended. The text of the 
bill had hardly been made public 
when questions began to be asked. 
One or two labor men wanted to know 
why the Hability law could not have 
been left exactly as it was. It 1s 
pointed out that in England the work- 
man is not deprived of his right to 
bring an action under the statute as 
well as at common law in addition to 
his rights under the act. 

State Insurance Proposed

Keep Liabiiity Act? 

It is expected that the labor men 
will now seek to keep the liability act 
at the disposal of the injured man, 
as is the case in England Up to the 
present time they have stubbornly re- 
fused to swap one for the other. 

From the employer's side come 
further criticisms of the proposed law. 
They point out that In England where 
is was said the amount of I{tigation 
would be decreased there has in fact 
been an increase. And they say that 
the facts show that compensation in 
Meu of damages has tended to Increase 
carelessness. It has also tended to 
remove from employment those suf- 
fering in any degree from any infirm- 
ity due to age or sickness. 

Newspapers Critical 

Some of the newspaper editorials 
have expressed some thoughtful ideas 
upon the subject matter of the pro- 
nosed law. On Dec. 21 the Boston 
Post called attention to the suspen- 
sion of the Hability act and urged 
that nothing be done to take away the 
remedies a workingman should have. 
The Boston Herald on Dec. 20 cut 
very deep into the subject with an 
editorial on cost, which said: 

“The workman of Massachusetts 
must remember that he cannot afford 
to see our industries laboring under 
a handicap which does not exist in 
New Hampshire or Connecticut.”

WHAT WOMEN CAN DO. 


Striking Exemplification of thelr Power 
in Organized Social Service Shown 
by the Women’s Educational and In- 
dustrial Union of Boston. 


| Just a women’s club? No, a big, 
‘powerful Association, working for the 
educational, industrial and social ad- 
vancement of women. It has its head- 
quarters in a four-story building of 
faded red brick near the entrance to 
| the Subway and the Public Gardens. 
There are show cases outside, with 
children’s dresses, hats, fancy work and 
| jars of clear, colored jellies. Perhaps 
| you've seen them? The little world in- 
| side that building is like a hive of 
| good-natured bees. Every person there 
‘is busy, busy, for there is much work 
| to be done. 

Work? The 250 employees have all 
jthat they can do. The Union’s three 
different lines of activity are going on 
jall the time—educational, industrial 
and social—and these comprise some 
16 branches. They range from school 
luncheons to legislation, from business 
| agency to economic research. Some 
new task is taken up each year, and 
the earlier lines of endeavor are con- 
| tinued so that the scope of the Union’s 
work is constantly enlarging. 

Thitry-three years ago a group of 
women met every Sunday afternoon to 
study various topics of interest under 
the leadership of Dr. Harriet Clisby. 
In the springtime of that year a special 
meeting was held to consider the need 
for organization among women, and 
| from that meeting of 42 members, the 
present Union was formed. The first 
| work attempted was that of opening a 
| reading room not far from Park Street 
Church, and in a short time an emplov- 
|ment agency, information department

|added. Then came the Department for 
| the Protection of Women, which had 
| a8 its aim “to obtain for working wom- 
}en wages wrongfully withheld from 
them by dishonest employers.” This 
| committee worked strenuously and did 
jan immense amount of good. Lawyers 
offered their services, and at the end 
of the second year after it began the 
|department had adjusted two hundred 
;complaints and recovered $830 for 
those to whom it was due. 

Every year the work grew wider in 
scope. The Food Sales Department, 
| which started with a shelf full of 
ithings in a small sized parlor secre- 
tary, during the year of 1909-10 
handled almost $90,000 worth of busi- 
ness. The Union’s lunch rooms, in- 
cluding the New England Kitchen, took 
lin $186,000 more. 

In the Autumn of 1906 the Union es- 
tablished what are known as the 
“Trade School Shops,” now three in 
number, to supplement the work of 
the Boston Trade School for Girls. The 
object of these shops is to give to girls 
| who have finished their course in the 
Trade School an extra year of training, 
‘in order to fit them more fully for the 
work of the business world. In the 
rooms of the Union the shops are 
opened under the directorship of Miss 
|Florence M. Marshall, and here from 


17 to 24 young girls every year are 
taught millinery, the making of in- 
fants’ wear and dressmaking. They 


'are paid for what they do, and each 
girl is carefully watched and guided, 
to the end that her individual possi- 
bilities may be developed. Special 
emphasis is laid on the relation of em- 
ployer to employee, the problems 
which the employer has to face are 
explained, and the young workers are 
given some insight into the general 
theory of business.

| The year before the Trade Shop 
movement Was inaugurated another 
experiment was tried—something en- 
tirely out of the ordinary in the edu- 
cational] world. To be sure, lectures 
and classes for employees had been es- 
tablished from time to time in different 
department stores, but the idea of sev- 
‘eral of these stores co-operating in 
the training of their saleswomen was 
eutirely new. In spite of considerable 
opposition a class in salesmanship was 
started by the Union in the Fall of 
1905. Three classes were graduated 
and placed during that year, but there 
! was little demand for training on the 
part of pupils. The classes were small 
and many of the applicants were too 
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|ings, and receive the same wage as 
they were receiving previously. The 
work of the school, condutted under 
the leadership of Mrs. Lucinda Prince, 
comprises such subjects as commer- 
|cial English, store arithmetic, the 
| study of textiles and design, personal 
hygiene and salesmanship. These les- 
‘sons of salesmanship are not unlike 
| the practice work for teachers in nor- 
mal schools. Real goods are sold by 
| the members of the class to real pur- 
| chasers, while the others look on and 
criticise the sales girl’s methods. 
Then, also, the girls are encouraged to 
,Observe what actually happens in 
their stores each day, to analyze the 
| Sales of other clerks in the depart- 
ment, and the characteristics of differ- 
} ent classes of customers. Experience 
has shown that such training as the 
girls receive at the school makes them 
worth much more to the stores which 


employ them. They receive higher sal-! 
aries and greater responsibilities than | 
| would have been possible without such | 


training. 


Department stores in other cities 


were not slow to appreciate the advan-} 


tages of such a school as that con-

New Yofk, Dec. 29.—With the 
closing of the Northern Bank of New 
York and its nine branches in this 


own commitment to a sanitarium 4s 
an incurable paranoic, the meteoric 
financial career of Joseph G. Robin 
appears to have come to an end. 

The crash in the business world 
caused by the closing of the bank, 
which carried 25,000 deposits, aggre- 
gating $7,000,000, revealed Robin as 
& new comet in high finance. The 
president of the bank is Frank L. 
Grant. 

At the New York office of Superin- 
tendent of Insurance Hotchkiss it was 
learned that Robin obtained $300,000 
instead of $100,000, as at first sup- 
posed, from the Northern bank on 
Friday, while men from the office of 
the state superintendent of banks 
were there. 

The Washington Savings bank, 0 
which Robin is president, yesterday 
refused to pay its depositors, demand. 
ing the legal sixty days’ notice. On 
July 1 the deposits were $1,410,- 
205.65. 

The daring of the young operator, 
who, it is believed, has dragged down 
to fmancial destruction at least six 
oth institutions, outstrips the deeds 


= 


which sent Charles W. Morse to the 


federal penitentiary. 

Involved with Robin are William L. 
Broer, cashier of the Northern Bank 
ot New York; Anthony Stumpf, vice 
president of the Aetna Indemnity 
company, who is also vice president 
of the Rochester Title and Guarantee 
company, and William V. Lomax, 
secretary of both the two last named 
companies. 

Robin is declared by his friends to 
have become demented. over his 
plight, after having made two at- 
tempts at suicide, and was on Mon- 
day adjudged an incurable paranoiac 
by Drs. McDonald and Flint. On 
their certificates Robin was committed 
by Justice Amend to the sanitarium of 
Dr. McDonald at Central Valley. 

Robin was yesterday ordered out of 
um by McDonald Robin 
was brought to New York city by his 
sister. McDonald issued the follow- 
ing statement concerning his action: 

“In view of the criminal proceed- 
ings foreshadowed in the newspapers, 
I requested Dr. Louise Rubinovitz, 
Mr. Rgbin’s sister, to remove him 
from the ganitarium, which she did 
today.”

“An amoa@ur billiard player is one 
who has never competed in any open- 
to-all contest, nor played for a purse 
or a division of gate money, nor re-

“One who has never at any period of 
his life been a proprietor of or em- 
ployed in a Dfilliard room, nor ever 
taucht or pursued billiards as a means 
of livelihood, nor ever been engaged 
{in the manufacture or sale of billiard 
tables.” 

This rule makes no compromise 
whatever with professionalism, and 
amateur billiards can suffer no taint 
in this country so long as the rule is 
the foundation of the association. Be- 
cause of this.rule and its administra- 
tion the association has gradually 
grown to a position of supreme 
strength where it may now reach out 
for international conquests. 

Throughont the administration of 
Robert C. Kammerer of the New York 
Athletic club as president there has 
been remarkable success. The aux- 
fiiary associations in the various states 
are forming and affillating with the 
parent body in New York, which ts 
the headquarters. This work has nee- 
essarily been slow, but it {s develop- 
ing to the point where newer men of 
considerable skill will be seen in the 
championship tournaments of the fu- 
ture. 

The revision of the association's book 
of rules and directions is now in prog- 
Its phraseology is concise and 
to the point. Every detafl of tourna- 
ments and matches is covered. Even 
this trite bit is included: “It {s the 
spirit of pure amateurism to win fatr- 
ly rather than by technicalities,” 

At this time every indication points 
to a remarkable advancement along 
the lines of amateur billiar@s In this 
country. In addition to the interna-

BOILER KNOWN 
TO BE UNSAFE 


Investigation of Disaster Near 
Pittsfield Is Begun 


SIXTEEN MEN ARE KILLED 


Safety Devices on Old Boiler Said to 
Have Failed to Work Properly on 


Day After They Had Been Tested— | 


Pieces of Victims’ Bodies Blown 


Two Hundred Feet When Expicsion 


Occurs at Icehouses 


Pittsficld, Mass., Dec. 30.—Five 
members of the state boiler inspection 
department started an investigation 
here last night, to prepare evidence 
for the inquest to fix the blame for the 
explosion of the boiler at the More- 
wood Lake Ice company plant, 
| killed sixteen men and injured twenty- 
three others, three of them fatally. 

F. L. Forbush of North Adams {fs 
the inspector who last examined the 
old boiler. Forbush is said to have 
tixed fifty pounds pressure as_ the 
safety limit for the boiler at the last 
inspection, last summer. 

A state officer says that the boiler 
with only fifty pounds pressure could 


not run the engine of the ice con- 
veyer, which required at least sixty 


pounds of steam. 

Inspector Forbush, it {s alleged, 
agreed to allow sixty pounds on con- 
dition that a new safety valve and a 
new steam gauge be installed. A li- 
cense was issued, limiting the steam 
to sixty pounds. 

These new safety devices, both 
gauge and valve, were tried out on the 
boiler Wednesday, and the gauge 
found to be showing only 25-30 
pounds of steam when the safety valve 
popped at eighty, at which pressure it 
was set, it is claimed. Both gauge 
and valve had been tested and passed 
by the company supplying them. 

The fire under the was start- 
ed yesterday in spite of the test 
Wednesday. It was known that the 
gauge had failed to register properly, 
and after the explosion the safety 
valve, set at elghty pounds, was 
found, blown some distance still set. 

The failure of both safety valve 
and steam gauge to work properly, 
although installed on an old, unsafe 
botler, is stated to be the cause of the 
explosion. At the inquest every ef- 


boiler 


fort will be made to determine who 
was to blame, engineer, ice plant 
owners, boiler inspectors or me- 


chanics of the valve and gauge com- 
pany. 

3efore more than incidental meas- 
| ures were started to fix the blame, the 
; work of providing assistance, imme- 

| diate and future, for the sufferers was 

started. Maycr MeInnis was over- 
wheimed with offers of assistance, 
and a fund had grown to $2350 within 
two hours after it had started. 

The icehouse of the Morewood Lake 
Ice company ia nearly two miles from 
the city. Nearby residents, hearing 
the crash, immediately telephoned to 
the police headquarters in the city. 
Chief of Police White rushed to the 
seene every possible assistance. 

The relief party arrived at the scene 
nearly half an hour after the 


explo- 


sion. Bodies were scattered around, 
a few of the injured conscious. The 
living were cared for first. 

Of the injured, hardly any are 
known here. Three of them are seri-! 
ously injured and not likely to live. 
| Most of them are Poles, Canadian 
French and Italians. None cf them 
were on the payrolls. 

The ice plant was to have com- 
menced storing yesterday. Prepara- 


| tions had been under way for a few 
days, and in answer to advertise- 
ments for laborers, inserted In local 


papers, about 150 men reported at the 
| plant for work. 
| The day was cold, and as many of 
| the laborers as could gathered about 
| the boiler room, where Fireman Allen, 
| Engneer Dunn and John 
carpenter, were at work. 
Theseymen were engaged in getting 
up steam. *Under t®® boiler a hot 
fire had been going for some time. 
The boiler ripped open with a roar. 

The walls of the boiler room 
hurled outward, and fragments of 
steel boiler plate, great splinters of 
and pieces of machinery scat- 
through the crowd of waiting 
laborers. 

The execution was terrible. Pieces 
of bodies were blown 200 feet. One 
piece of boiler plate was blown 500 
feet away. It weighed over 200 
pounds.
